The Reported Assault on George Gilli- 
land Occupies Attention of Board 
for Almost an Hour—Motien Pas- 
sed Exonerating Ald. Somersall. 


For almost an hour the police com: 
mittee of the Strathcona city council 
that hae had considerable prominence 
during the last few months were again 
in the limelight at the recular meet-

police to further investigate the affair 
and if possible sift it to the bottom. 

Ald. Richards at the latter part of 
the evening, drought up the question.

2) A homesteader may, if he so de 
sires, perform the required residence da- 
ties ‘by living on farming land owned 
solely by him, not less than eighty (fe) 
acres in extent, in the vicinity of hie 
homestead. Joint ownership in land 
will not meet thia requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the 
father is decensed) of a homesteadar has 
permanent residence on farming land 
owned solely by him, not leas than eighty 
(80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead orupon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, auch 
homesteader may perform his own rai. 
dence duties by living with the father 
(or mether), ‘ 

(4) "Ihe term “vicinity” in the two 
preceding ,aragraphe is detined as mean- 
ing not more thun nine miles in a direct 
line, exclusive of the width of toad al- 
lowances crossed in ehe measurement. 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parante 
or on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agent for the district 
of such intention, ' 

Before making application for patent 
the settler’ must give six months’ notioe 
in writing to the Commissioner of Dom- 
inion Lands at Ottawa, of hie intentios 
to do ao.

The fee for recording a claim is $8. 

At least $100;must be expended on the 
claim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder in lieu thereof. When $500 hae 
been expended or paid, the locator may, 
upon having a survey made, and apon 
complying with other requirementa, pur- 
chase the land at $1 per acre, 


The patent provides for the payment 
of a royalty of 2 1-2 per cent. on the 
tales, 

Placer mining claims generally are 196 
fens square; entry fee $5, renewable year- 
y. 

An applicant may obtain two leases ta 
drodge for gold of five miles each for a 
term of twonty years, renewable at the 
diseretion of the Minister of the Interior. 

The lessee shall have a dredge in op: 
eration within one season from the date 
of the lease for each five miles. Rental 
$10 per annum for each mile of river 
leased. Royalty at the rate of 2 1-2 per
